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School Board OKs Robotics Club 
trip to Houston for world finals

The agenda before the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education on Monday 
was changed at the last minute to include 
the field trip of the Belleville High School 
Robotics Club to Houston, Texas for the 
world finals of FIRST Robotics. 

This was unanimously approved by the 
board. 

The BHS Robotics Club participated 
in the state finals and finished as runner- 
up, which meant they could compete in 
the worldwide contest April 16-21 at the 
George R. Brown Convention Center in 
Houston. 

At the time the field trip request was filled 
out, it was estimated there would be about 
16 students taking part from grades 9-12 
and cost about $2,000 per student. 

Aaron Lang said the club never expected 
to be going to the world competition and 
that they qualified was a big surprise and 
set a lot of emergency planning in motion. 

He said the team was 50 down in points 
at the state meet in Saginaw and then, “We 
caught fire.” He said BHS won the highly 
prestigious blue banner and, “We were the 
rookie team,” never having been to the 
state contest before. 

“We got home late Saturday night and got 
on the phone Sunday,” Lang said, noting 
teachers and mentors were to meet with the 
parents at 9 p.m. Monday, after the school 
board meeting. 

Lang said according to preliminary plans 
one group will fly to Houston on Tuesday 
night to get the pits off the trucks for the 
competition. On Wednesday morning, the 
rest of the team will fly to Houston. 

He said a gentleman is driving a 
12-passenger transport van with all of the 
luggage to save the students money. He 
also will pick the students up at the airport. 

Lang said there is at least one GoFundMe 
account on the internet and some 
benefactors in the community to try to 
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bring the costs down for the students. 

Parent Angie Mears gave a detailed 
account of how the team got to the world 
championships. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said he likes 
the words Lang used in a statement on the 
club: “We don’t use kids to build robots. 
We use robots to build kids.” 

Lang said 31 countries are involved in the 
world robotics competition and the BHS 
students will be working with some kids 
who don’t speak English. 

Michigan reportedly has the most robotics 
groups in the country, with 514 teams. 

In other business at Monday’s 90-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Honored student athletes and coaches 
in winter sports and K-12 students with 
recognition in music;

VBT accepts $200,000 
grant to clean up tanks 
on Denton Rd. property

At its April 2 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees approved 
accepting a grant for $200,000 from 
the Wayne County Land Bank for 
environmental assessment and demolition 
at 6530 Denton Rd. in Denton Village. 

Ron Akers, director of municipal services, 
reported to the board that in November 
of 2023 the township submitted a grant 
application to the Land Bank to clean up 
the blighted property. In January 2024 the 
township was awarded the grant. 

He said in late 2022 the county Land 
Bank transferred ownership of the property 
to the township. There are several large, 
above-ground storage tanks on the site 
and it appears that the property has been

e Approved the proposed Cosmetology 
Program at BHS to begin the 2024-25 
school year as presented at the last school 
board meeting. Courses will include 
Cosmetology, Esthetics, Natural Hair, and 
Manicuring and a former science lab will 
be transformed into a salon and classroom; 

e Was given information by James 
Williamson and Justin Frazier on a new 
medical/behavioral clinic at BHS in 
partnership with University of Michigan 
Medicine. There are state grants involved. 
The RAHS Clinic would start during the 
next school year. It would transform an 
existing 1,200-square-foot storage room 
and the 280-square-foot Media Center 
office to provide health services to BHS 
and the surrounding community. Projected 
project cost is $400,000. Integrated Design 
Solutions will work on the construction 
plan. 

° Approved the retirements of 
instructional staff members: Alison Brooks 
of BHS after 25 years of service; Derek 
Phillips of BHS after 30 years; Aleisa Pitt 
of Tyler after 47 years; and Lisa Preuss of 
Savage after 30 years; 

e Approved the resignations of the 
following instructional staff members: 
Jessica Ryan of Savage as of March 24 
after three years of service; Robert Flisher 
of Owen as of March 18 after 25 years; 
Robert Buckley of Owen as of March 21 
after 3.5 years; Raquel Searle of BHS as 
of June 6 after 1.5 years; Carrie Karbon of 
Early Childhood Center as of June 21 after 
2 years; and Faith Miller of McBride as of 
April 5 after less than one year; 

e Approved the retirement of Joseph 
Weick in maintenance after 25 years as 
of April 1; the resignations of Cassandra 
Taylor, custodian, as of March 15 and 
Bryan Wallace, paraprofessional, as of 
March 19, both with less than one year of 
service; and the terminations of custodians 
Carrie Mayer as of March 11 and Romeo 
Whigham as of March 12, both after less 
than one year of service; 

e Approved hiring Antione Jordan as a 
College Readiness Coach at BHS as of 
April 1; and Jose Aguilar as a custodian at 
Buildings & Grounds as of April 2; 

e Was informed about a Male Mentoring 
program at BHS that meets from 10:30 a.m. 
to noon every Thursday to help a student 
be a man in the real world. Young men are 
afraid to talk about how they feel. This 
will help to put off fights and arguments 
that lead to expulsion. They are looking at 
starting up a program for young women, as 
well; 

e Heard Curriculum Director Jeff Moore 
recognize Katharine Courter, music 
director at Owen, for “planting the seeds” 
of music for the students who come in with 


very little skills when they start with her 
and, “We see the result when she is done.” 
He said she instills the passion for bands 
that grows in the district; 

e Heard Moore say he asked the Wayne 
Westland principal about the problems the 
district was having and whether it would 
impact the BHS students in the William 
B. Ford school. He said she said the 
problems would not impact that program 
and Moore said he would keep an eye on 
it. Grandparent Reg Ion had asked about 
the Westland program at a previous board 
meeting; 

e Heard Moore say the Michigan 
Association of School Administrators 
came to video two strong math teachers 
in the district so their teaching could be 
model lessons for teachers across the state. 
He said the teachers are Mrs. Runyan at 
Owen and Miss Mastie at Edgemont; 

e Heard Frazier say Growthworks is 
coming inside the district to provide 
support services, which is something 
Growthworks hasn’t done before; and 

e Heard board president Pearce say 
her daughter was among the 35 students 
who went on a trip to Greece, Italy and 
Germany over spring break. She thanked 
the teachers and BHS for making the trip 
possible.

abandoned for 50 or more years. 

Director Akers said the scope of work for 
the grant is to perform an environmental 
assessment of the site, remove the storage 
tanks and associated equipment and 
structures, remove vegetation, and replace 
the existing fencing. 

He said once the township accepts the 
grant, the township will solicit a company 
to complete the phase 1 and phase 2 site 
assessments to determine if there is any 
environmental conditions that need to be 
addressed. After getting that information, 
the township will solicit bids to clean up 
contaminated materials, if present, and 
clear the site. 

Under the agreement, the township is 
responsible for costs that exceed $200,000 
and for abatement of contamination. 

Akers said work is expected to take 12 to 
18 months. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said it is 
believed the facility closed in the 1950s 
and went to the county for back taxes. He 
said it went back and forth as it was sold 
and the contamination discovered and then 
abandoned. It went back to the county for 
taxes each time. He said that’s how the 
township got it. 

He said it is an environmental disaster 
on a railroad line. He said the township 
hoped to make it into a park, but being on 
a railroad line makes it unsuitable for that. 


Supervisor McNamara said Denton 
Village is such a nice area with nice people 
and it deserves some kind of park. 

“We need to get rid of the blight for 
them,’ McNamara said. 

Iron Belle Trail 

The board also approved the apparent low 
bid of $694,875 from Davenport Brothers 
for construction of Sections J and K of the 
Iron Belle Trail. With a 10% contingency 
the total is $764,362.50. The contingency 
will go back into the budget if not needed 
for overruns. 

The project is fully funded by a grant 
from the Ralph C. Wilson Jr. Foundation. 

Elizabeth Renaud, director of community 
services, said the new part of the trail 
will be from west of the railroad track on 
E. Huron River Drive to the entrance to 
Lower Huron Metropark. She said 98% of 
the walk is seven-foot-wide concrete, with 
a 10-foot-wide asphalt entry to the park. 
An existing sidewalk is less than seven feet 
wide, she said. 

The path will be on the south side of E. 
Huron River Drive from the railroad track 
to Haggerty Road and then over to the 
north side along Huron Valley Steel and 
over the bridge to the other side and then 
back across E. Huron River Drive to the 
park entrance. 

In other business at the 29-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved an agreement with Detroit 
Metro and Willow Run Airports for 
township dispatch to receive 911 calls 
on behalf of the Wayne County Airport 
Authority as a temporary remedy in the 
event of an emergency. Police Chief Jason 
Wright said that is exactly the way they 
operate right now, but the airports needed 
to have it in writing. “We’re their backup,” 
Chief Wright said. “They can come here if 
they need to.” He said the township uses 
Canton Township in emergencies; 

e Approved changes to the Board of Zoning 
Appeals Rules and Procedures including 
changes to membership, administrative 
duties, meetings, and powers of the BZA. 
This was recommended by the BZA at its 
March 12 meeting; 

e Presented a proclamation celebrating 
the 54" anniversary of Earth Day; 

e Heard McNamara thank the Downtown 
Development Authority for allocating 
$110,000 for the Viper 911 System for 
dispatch. He also said Clerk Leon Wright 
and Trustee Kevin Martin are military 
veterans and he presented them with 
ribbons provided by Leroy Paige who 
put on a recent program to mark the 50" 
anniversary of the Vietnam conflict. 
McNamara also presented a pin to Clerk 
Wright for those serving in Vietnam or 
their families. Wright had lost his oldest 
brother who had served in Vietnam; 

e Heard Trustee Martin say he served 
in the U.S. Navy and “had the honor and 
privilege to serve.” He said veterans are 


underappreciated and, “We need to do 
more”; 
¢ Heard Treasurer Sharry Budd announce 
that her deputy treasurer Sean Bellingham 
recently was recertified as Certified Public 
Finance Administrator and the certification 
expires June 1, 2029. She said he has to 
keep up training to recertify. Treasurer 
Budd said she really appreciates his work; 
e Heard McNamara announce that the 
financial audit has begun and he has been 
informed that the township has no lawsuits 
against it. He said the body cams, car cams, 
and training, maybe, are paying off. Clerk 
Wright said he doesn’t wish to burst his 
bubble, but he believes a small suit could 
be coming on a water/sewer issue. It is yet 
to be filed, Wright said; and 
e Heard a township resident invite 
everyone to the Dr. Jasmin Stephens and 
I.M.A.G.E. Counseling Services mental 
health event on May 24 at Ford Performing 
Arts building in Dearborn. She also was 
looking for donations and McNamara 
referred her to the Detroit Wayne Integrated 
Health Network which spends a billion 
dollars on mental health in Wayne County. 
McNamara said he is vice chairman of the 


group. 

Man accused of killing 
mother, daughter in 
VBT heads for jury trial

A jury trial has been set for Oct. 7 before 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge John C. 
Gillis in the two first-degree murder charges 
against Lionel Lamont Vincent of Pontiac. 

He is charged with murdering a mother 
and daughter on July 25, 2021 in Van Buren 
Township. His preliminary exam was held June 
15, 2022 before 34" District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green. She bound him over to circuit 
court. The case was reassigned to different 
judges twice and final pretrials were held in 
March, 2024 and a motion hearing held April 4. 
The jury trial was then scheduled. 

Vincent, 50, is charged with two homicide 
counts for allegedly killing Yachanda Snipes, 
45, and her daughter Dacara Leatherberry, 
14, in their home in the 46000 block of Lake 
Villa Dr. within the Belleville Pointe apartment 
complex. 

The two reportedly died of multiple injuries. 

Van Buren Township Police Detective Mike 
Long said Vincent was the suspect from the 
beginning and the victim was an Uber driver at 
the time they met. Det. Long said the state held 
Vincent for possible parole violation because of 
the VBT police investigation. 

He was wearing his GPS ankle monitor, 
required for his patrole, at the time of the 
killings, police said. 

According to the Michigan Department of 
Corrections was paroled Sept. 22, 2020 after 
serving 27 years in prison for an Aug. 25, 1994 
kidnapping and rape, using a weapon to commit 
a felony, and various other weapons charges in 
Oakland County. He was convicted in a jury 
trial.

Are schools goin 
the right way with 
teaching space? 


At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, the 
school board was presented with the most 
recent plan for using the school facilities 
for social services. 

This time it’s with a project budget of 
$400,000 to change part of the media 
center into a medical clinic for students 
and staff. 

Officials said it had state funds involved, 
so it wouldn’t cost so much, and it was 
in league with University of Michigan 
Medical. But to use the media center for 
this seems wrong. 

Our Michigan Senator Camilleri has a 
law he is trying to pass in Lansing that 
would require a media center and certified 
librarian in each school in the state. His bill 
is based on what he’s seen at the Van Buren 
schools, where the media center is closed. 
We’re using up the media center space for 
a medical center? Whatever happened to a 
school nurse in every school? 

This clinic plan is in addition to the 
project to change a science lab into a 
beauty salon so students will have a job 
right out of high school and won’t have to 
be trained in a school that will cost them 
money. The project was approved by the 
school board on Monday and it will be 
implemented soon. We think the science 
lab should be filled with science students 
filling their minds, not students doing hair 
and nails.

I like to admire the changing decorations 
34" District Court Judge Lisa Martin puts 
in a comer of her courtroom desk, near 
the statue of Justice. She said it’s kind of 
boring in that corner, so she spruces it up 
with seasonal objects. 

Recently she put up a little statue on 
what seems to be a square of green felt that 
looked like a silver pig to me. At Sunday’s 
Bugles Across America in Belleville I asked 
her if that’s what it is. She said actually it 
is a black sheep. She said the light reflects 
from it so maybe it looked silver. 

I watch her courtroom live on YouTube 
every time she has the court’s felony 
docket. Each judge has the felonies for two 
weeks and then are off for three weeks on 
other assignments. The other two judges 
have stopped going live on YouTube, but 
they can be accessed by Zoom. You’ve got 
to ask permission to join Zoom and if you 
have to leave for a minute, you have to ask 
permission again. 

In the olden days, before COVID and 
before the new courthouse opened, I would 
go to court every Wednesday and witness 
the whole felony docket in person. I tried 
doing that again after the new courthouse 
opened and found the felony judge that day 
was at home doing the session on Zoom 
and the courtroom was dark. So I went back 
to the office. 

Now, many of the defendants for the court 
sessions are on Zoom and it’s easier to hear 
them off the computer in my office than 
on the courtroom computer. Chief Judge 
Oakley requires everything in person, but 
defendants can get special permission 
to attend by Zoom if they’ve got a good 
reason.

On a 6-1 vote the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees raised the annual salary of Financial 
Director Scott Holtz from $85,200 to $94,500 
as of the beginning of his new contract on April 
1. This was at the board’s regular meeting on 
March 26. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan cast the only no vote, 
saying she thinks he should have a raise, but, 
“That’s a bit much of a raise.” 

Treasurer Bart Patterson said they had given 
30-40 hours of discussion to his pay and this 
is believed to be fairer, looking at what other 
communities pay for that position. 

“Call it employee retention,” said Trustee Tim 
Rush. “Headhunters are out and around.” He 
also noted Holtz had been very “loyal.” 

Trustee Morgan said Holtz was rehired 
by the board in January 2022 at $80,000 and 
then immediately got the 4% raise that other 
employees got on April 1, the beginning of the 
new fiscal year. 

She said in 2023 his salary was $85,200 plus 
the 4% and now it’s $94,500. She asked if the 
4% raise was included in this figure and she was 
told it was. 

At the Jan. 11, 2022 regular meeting of the 
Sumpter board, Holtz was rehired and was 
scheduled to begin work the next day. The 
board directed township attorney Rob Young to 
draw up a one-year contract. 

Trustee Morgan also voted against the motion 
to rehire Holtz at that time. Holtz had resigned

with one week’s notice in April 2019 to take 
a job with Lenawee County at an office a few 
blocks from his home in Adrian. 

At the time of his resignation, Trustee Morgan, 
who was former treasurer, said she was so 
happy Holtz was leaving. She said he messed up 
her retirement benefits and he kept postponing 
things that needed to be done. 

In 2022, Holtz replaced Michelle Cole, who 

resigned Nov. 29, 2021 with one week’s notice. 
When he first was hired on Oct. 16, 2017 he 
replaced the retiring Jim Glahn, CPA. 
The hiring wasnotontheJan. 11,2022 agendaand 
was discussed at the workshop and then added to 
the agenda at the regular meeting that followed. 
Clerk Esther Hurst said Holtz was no longer 
at his previous job and maybe he could be 
financial director for Sumpter. 

Trustee Morgan was surprised because 
this had never been discussed publicly. 
Then she said she realizes everyone else 
on the board knew, but they didn’t tell her. 

She suggested having Plante Moran 
handle that position and Clerk Hurst 
said she would prefer having someone 
inside the office being finance director.

committee level and raised the salary to attract 
a candidate. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-23- 
minute combined workshop and regular 
meeting on March 26, the board: 

e Approved the 2024-25 operating budget 
plan presented by Holtz during the March 12 
public hearing. Also approved were the Quarter 
4 budget amendments for fiscal year 2023-24, 
with a slight amendment; 

e Approved the planning commission 
recommendation for special exception use 
at 51356 Willis Rd. for used auto sales and 
reconditioned batteries; 

e Approved, with regrets, the resignation of 
fire fighter Allison Reed, effective March 31; 

e Approved Burnham & Flower MTPP 
Liability-Related Insurance Coverage effective 
April 1 at an annual cost of $152,498, including 
terrorism and cyber coverage; 

e Approved the Constellation Energy 24-month 
renewal rate of $3.77/dth effective in April; 

e Approved hiring a temporary, part-time 
employee for the clerk’s office for up to 29 
hours a week through November, with the 
acknowledgement of the AFSCME union. In 
November, the board could decide to make it 
a full-time position, which Clerk Hurst said she 
would like; 

e Heard Township Manager Anthony Burdick 
say he will bring a request for posting of a DPW 
position to the April 9 board meeting. He said 
they have a new temporary who is working 
out well, but one worker is out on long-term 
medical and one just went out for a shoulder 
injury and that would take three to four months 


if surgery is required; 

e Reaffirmed the bids for demolition of 
township-owned property at 24995 Sumpter 
Rd. and committed to the March 2022 motion 
for demolition of the blight problem, as 
recommended by Burdick; 

e Heard Burdick say they have had problems 
with the Parks and Recreation Committee and he 
will keep the board posted on a re-envisioning 
of community events. He said he’d like to have 
two events this year, “to get us off the stall-off”; 

e Witnessed Treasurer Patterson pin a veteran’s 
pin on Burdick’s lapel, since it didn’t get 
pinned on during the recent Vietnam Veterans’ 
Commemoration at Belleville High School. He 
said the township manager served in the armed 
forces and army for some years and the pin 
should be formally pinned on; 

e Heard Burdick say the township got an 
independent audit in 2021, completed in 2022, 
of Carleton Farms landfill and the landfill owes 
the township some feedback by April 1; 

e Heard Clerk Hurst say Deputy Clerk Karen 
Armatis won’t be coming back to work full time 
until she can walk, following her foot injury;

He never admitted during his plea hearing 
to using more than $15,000 in campaign 
money for personal reasons, which is what 
he was charged with. 

His sentence allows him to go to work and 
church during his home confinement. 

The sentencing was by U.S. District 
Judge Denise Paige Hood, who could have 
sentenced him to a fine and/or up to 20 years 
in prison. 

Since his plea, the sentencing hearing had 
been adjourned 13 times. 


The sentence was announced in a news 
release issued by U. S. Attorney Dawn N. 
Ison. 

Ison was joined in the announcement 
by Cheyvoryea Gibson, Special Agent i 
Charge of the Detroit Field Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Burcroff was elected mayor of the City 
of Romulus in 2014. As part of his electio 
efforts, Burcroff established a committee to 
elect (CTE) fund entitled, “Committee to 
Elect LeRoy D. Burcroff.” 

According to court documents, ove 
the next two-and-a-half years, Burcroff 
defrauded donors to his CTE account by 
using these campaign funds for his personal 
benefit rather than for his election. Fo 
example, in November 2017, Burcroff spent 
over $3,500 of his campaign donors’ money 
to pay for his daughter’s wedding. 

Burcroff spent the CTE money on a chure 
fee, a banquet room rental, flowers, and the 
wedding bar tab. In 2017 and 2018, Burcroff 
used CTE funds to pay over $11,600 in dues 
and expenses to the Belleville Yacht Club 
which he used for his personal benefit. 

On multiple occasions, Burcroff overpaid 
his yacht club dues using his campaig 
account, which resulted in the yacht club 
issuing a refund, which Burcroff deposited 
in his personal bank account, the news 
release said. 

In 2018, Burcroff made a $1,000 donatio 
of campaign funds to a trade industry, 
the Power Transmission Distributors 
Association, with the hope that he would 
receive a promotion at his private secto 
job. In 2019, Burcroff spent over $4,000 
of campaign funds on a personal vacatio 
to Florida with friends. The friends paid 
for their half and he put their money in his 
person account. 

United States Attorney Ison said, “Trust 
in our state’s campaign finance syste 
is a critical component of a healthy 
representative democracy. Mr. Burcroff’s 
conviction and sentence underscores ou: 
commitment to ensuring that the citizens 
of the Eastern District are represented by 
public officials who have integrity and are 
seeking office not for their self-interest, but 
for the good of the people they are elected 
to represent.”

“The citizens of Michigan demand and 
deserve utmost trust and integrity in our 
campaign finance system,” said Special 
Agent in Charge Cheyvoryea Gibson of 
the FBI in Michigan. “The former Mayor’s 
actions severely undermined the confidence 
of those who bestowed trust and faith in him 
and his office. The FBI and law enforcement 
partners are fully dedicated to fighting public 
corruption by investigating and exposing 
corrupt officials whose greed erodes the 
public’s trust in the government. We will not 
tolerate misconduct and will do everything 
we can to ensure justice is served.” 

The investigation of this case was conducted 
by the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s 
Detroit Area Corruption Task Force. The 
case was prosecuted by Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Eaton P. Brown. 

“The residents of Romulus, Michigan, 
put their trust in defendant LeRoy Burcroff. 
Those who supported the defendant with 
their wallet and their vote likely never 
expected this aspiring politician to spend 
their hard-earned money on a family 
wedding, a Florida vacation with friends 
or a yacht club membership,” Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Brown wrote in a sentencing 
memo that urged the judge to lock Burcroff 
up.

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donations to enhance his lifestyle.” 

Brown added: “The defendants deceit 
and dishonesty must be punished.” Federal 
prosecutors had requested that Burcroff be 
locked up for 14 months. 

In November 2023, a new law took effect 
allowing for a reduction in federal sentencing 
guidelines for first-time offenders, like 
Burcroff, with no criminal history. 

It allowed his sentencing guidelines to drop 
from 8 to 14 months in prison to just 4 to 10 
months behind bars. But he was sentenced 
to no time behind bars. 

Burcroff spoke for 10 minutes before Judge 
Hood pronounced her sentence. He said, “I 
let down my God, let down my family and 
the city that I love,” he said. He quoted a 
Bible verse and told the judge, “Your honor, 
I’m sorry. I sinned. I believe in redemption. 
I believe in redemption of sinners.” 

In 2020, after WXYZ broke details about 
Burcroff’s campaign scheme, Burcroff 
reimbursed his campaign $35,000. 


WB I-94 lane closures 
start April 9 from 
Haggerty to Belleville 


Beginning April 9, the Michigan Department 
of Transportation (MDOT) will make 
pavement repairs on westbound I-94 between 
Haggerty and Belleville roads. 

According to a MDOT press release, crews 
will close the outside lane of westbound I-94 
April 9-12, weather permitting. During this 
time, pavement repairs will be completed on 
the connected and autonomous vehicle (CAV)- 
equipped lane.
